ARE 
MADE.

Broken slate from the quarries is put 
into a mortar, run by steam, and pounded 
into small particles. 
TheDce it goes into 
the hopper of a mill, which runs it into a 
bolting machine, such as is used in flouring 
mills, where it is bolted, the flue, almost 
impalpable flour that results being taken 
into a mixing-tub, where a small quantity 
of steatite floor, manufactured in a similar 
manner, is added, and the whole is then 
made into a stiff dough. 
This dough is 
thoroughly kneaded by passing it several 
times between iron rollers. 
Thence it is 
carried to a table where it is made into 
charges—that is, Bhort cylinders, four or 
five inches thick, containing from eight to 
ten pounds each. 
Four of these are placed 
in a strong iron chamber or retort, with a 
changeable nozzle, so as to regulate the 
size of the pencil, and subjected to tre­ 
mendous hj draulic pressure, under which 
the combination is pushed through the noz­ 
zle, in a long cord, like a slender snake slid­ 
ing out of a hole, and passes over a sloping 
table, slit at right angles with the cords to 
give passage, to a knife that cute them 
into lengths. 
They are then laid on 
boards to dry, and after a few hours are 
removed to sheets of corrugated zinc, the 
corrugations serving to prevent the pen­ 
cils from warping daring the process of 
baking, to which they are next subjected 
in a kiln, into which superheated steam is 
introduced 
in 
pipes, the 
temperature 
being regulated according to the require­ 
ments of the articles exposed to its in­ 
fluence. 
From the kiln the articles go to 
the finishing and packing-room, where the 
ends are thrust for a second under rapidly- 
revolving emery wheels, and withdrawn 
neatly and smoothly pointed, ready for 
use. 
They are then packed in paste-board 
boxes, each containing 100 pencils, and 
these boxes in turn are packed for shipment 
in wooden boxes containing 100 each, or 
10,000 pencils in a shipping box.

“ All honorable men,” said the London 
magistrates of the lessees and managers of 
the metropolitan Music Halls, and accord­ 
ingly the whole lot were licensed last week 
to minister to the tastes and mold the 
morals of the rising generation for another 
year. Not, however, without several con­ 
tests. The Royal, >n High Holbom, one 
of the most “ swell” places of its kind in 
England, was charged with having had a 
singer on its boards who interjected into 
one of his ditties some lines that fell be­ 
low the Music Hall standard of decency, 
and the Trocadero, which has risen up out 
of the ashes of the old Argyll Rooms, had 
offended in having engaged this objection­ 
able performer, after, in a spasm of virtu 
ous contrition, the proprietor of the other 
hall had dismissed him. But both parties, 
with the aid of the great criminal lawyers, 
Mr. Poland and Montagu Williams, estab­ 
lished their 
INNOCENCE IN MAGISTERIAL EYES, 
And with the fairest promises for the fu­ 
ture, went on their way rejoicing. The 
proprietor of Lusby’s Music Hall, in the 
East End, had a harder time of it, but 
even he pulled through all right, and will 
atill do business at the old stand. The re­ 
newal of the license for thiB place was ob­ 
jected to by a city missionary, who forti 
tied himself with a petition containing 
1,500 names, and with the testimony of 
Several interesting witnesses. A pot-boy, 
who had been employed in the hall, de­ 
posed to having seen acts of an indecent 
character committed within the building, 
and one of the demi-monde came forward 
to say that her ruin was effected one night 
when she was standing at the bar of the 
concert room, and that she had 
SINCE GONE THERE REGULARLY 
In pnrsnit of her calling. But the mis­ 
sionary was shown to be prejudiced on ac­ 
count of rough treatment he had received 
while trying to distribute tracts to those 
going in and out of the place, and the 
other testimony was offset by the opinion 
of a couple of police inspectors who did 
not regard Lusby’s as “ a resort for bad 
characters.” After such a showing as this, 
what more natural than that the Court 
should allow the accused to go in peace, as 
they did, “ by a large majority,” and that 
this decision should be received, as the re­ 
ports assure us it was, “ with loud cheers, 
not only in the room, but by a large crowd 
outside.” Yes, all honorable men, and the 
places they keep all places of the highest 
respectability ! So say the magistrates ; 
so say the police ; so say admiring patrons; 
but it cannot be added that “ so say every 
one," for outside of magistrates,| Courts 
and the 
CHARMED CIRCLE OF REGULAR HABITUES, 
There is a pretty general and well-grounded 
conviction to the contrary. The Chairman 
of the Bench of Justices in one of the dis­ 
tricts declared a certain hall over which he 
had jurisdiction to be “ extremely well 
conducted,” hut the gentleman would 
scarcely take his wife, daughters, cousins, 
aunts or his mother-in-law in there, or for 
that matter, with perhaps one or two ex­ 
ceptions, to any of the other places he as­ 
sisted last week in licensing. Probably, 
however, his sons and nephews go, and 
under the legal sanction of the “ old gov­ 
ernor” have a jolly time there. Plenty of 
female society and no necessity to wait for 
an introduction ! In fact, it is well known 
to all who want to know, that as a class 
the London music halls are the plague- 
spots of the social life of this metropolis— 
places of rendezvous for 
GILDED VICE AND PITFALLS 
Into which the young and vittuons are 
yearly falling by the thousands. In front 
of the stage, not on it, is where baneful in­ 
fluences have their freest scope. 
The 
music and siDgingiB not the canse, but the 
cover of the evil that is wrought. 
Fiom 
the contemplation of this subject how 
pleasant to turn to the newspaper items 
which inform us of the forthcoming inva­ 
sion of this metropolis by Moody and 
Sankey. 
I use the word “ items ” advis­ 
edly, for that is all we get or shall get on 
the snbject in the great London dailies. 
The American papers tied it profitable to 
devote whole pages to the doings of these 
remarkable men, but the press here is run 
on different principles. Columns for sport­ 
ing matter, but lines only for religion ! 
Plenty of space for long-winded editorials 
and verbatim reports of My Lord Empty- 
noddle’s political harangues, but for 
GREAT MORAL MOVEMENTS 
That stir the popular heart, as the temp­ 
erance reform has done, and as the great 
American evaogelists are bound to do, 
only the barest mention. I may note, by 
the way, that on this very subject a storm 
of righteous wrath has juBt broken out 
against the Daily Newt. This is the leading 
L'beral paper of the country, and, like the 
party it represents, draws the bulk of its 
patronage from the religious sects who are 
known as dissenters. Moreover, a leading 
Non-conformist is the chief proprietor of 
this journal. Take from the Newt and 
from the party led by Mr. Gladstone, the 
support of this class of her Majesty's sub­ 
jects, and both would at once collapse. 
And in the case of tho former there is 
serious talk of doing this, the 
CAUSE OF THE THREATENED REVOLT 
Being that the paper in question does not 
give fair or sufficiently ample reports of 
the great meetings held from time to time 
in furtherance of Non-conformist interests. 
It sails under false celors, they say, pro­ 
fessing to be their organ, yet treating them 
with contempt. As the Christian World 
puts it, “ It gave the most meager.outline, 
and that wretchedly incorrect, of the 
Exeter Hall meeting, which welcomed the 
return oi Mr. Shaw, who had been wrong­ 
fully imprisoned by the French, as well as 
of the recent meeting of the Congregational 
Union, though the same issues had three 
columns each of carefully prepared sport­ 
ing intelligence.” But I was speaking of 
Moody and Sankey. They are in Ireland 
at present, gathering courage and ammuni­ 
tion, let us hope, for their great winter 
campaign against the powers of darkness 
in this wicked city. Will their contem­ 
plated six months’ work here make any 
perceptible change in the moral character 
of the place? lloubtfnl, if not impossible. 
We may hear of churches quickened, and 
of dead Christians brought to life, of out­ 
casts rescued, and of drunkards reformed, 
but a few drops do not affect the mighty 
swell of the ocean, nor will a few thousand 
conversions deplete to any considerable 
extent 
THE RANKS OF LONDON SINNERS 
Or detract much from the sum total of the 
city’s wretchedness. Still, let them come, 
and let the city pastors who arc carrying 
on such an unequal and discouraging war­ 
fare, accord them a hearty welcome. They 
will do this, no doubt, for it is by a com­ 
mittee of their number, representing all 
branches, that Moody and Sankey have 
been invited. 
Everything, I am told, is 
even thus early in readiness for their visit, 
and without any public appeal the sum of 
$30,000 has been subscribed to meet pre­ 
liminary expenses. The services will be 
held in movable iron halls, each capa­ 
ble of seating 5,000 persons. 
Toe 
Jirst of these structures is built and 


ready for occupation. 
It stands on 
a green 
spot 
called 
the 
Priory, 
not far from Highbury, and a second is 
being erected at Wandsworth. The ser­ 
vices at Islington will commence on the 
4th of N ovw ber and terminate on the 
19th, 
THE EVANGELISTS 
Will then go to Wandsworth, for it is the 
intention to alternate between the north 
and south side of the Thames. As soon as 
the battle opens at Wandsworth, the hall 
at Islington will be taken down and run up 
at Stepney, in one of the lowest quarters 
of London. Then, in turn, the Wands­ 
worth hail will be removed to Clapham, 
the places next in order to be vis­ 
ited being Stratford and New Cross. 
Admission to the services will be 
by tickets, which will be distributed to 
those living in the immediate locality. 
While these efforts are being made to reach 
the masses by means of imported talent 
there is a home organization that, in its 
way, is doing this work, viz., the much- 
talked-trf, much-abused but ever progressive 
Salvation Army.

Opposed, persecuted, slandered, as no sect 
has been since the days of Wesley, it still 
pushes on. The preBS íb against it, the 
Church is against it, and, as General Booth 
remarked to the Judge in one of the Courts 
“ THE DEVIL IS AGAINST IT EVERYWHERE,” 
But its strange banner of blood and fire 
still flaps triumphantly in the breeze, and 
is constantly gaining recruits. People of 
nice sensibilities raise their hands in pious 
horror at its carryings on, but it carries on 
all the same, and all the more. The press 
cannot thunder it down, nor the pulpit 
preach it down, and old Nick himself 
seems baffled. Riots, lawsuits, scandals 
among its members, ali seem powerless to 
retard its onward march. You would think 
the wretched apology for music which its 
horrid bands dispense woald drive the bulk 
of its adherents into lunatic asylums, but 
it doesn’t. They stand it like heroes and 
cry for more of the same sort. Some pre­ 
dicted it would die long ago of over-many 
collections, but though about half the time 
of the services is devoted to money raising, 
the mnlt'tudes still go, and the more their 
pockets are assailed the more they seem to 
enjoy themselves. Much of the indomita­ 
ble perseverance of this 
BOISTEROUS BODY OF RELIGIONISTS 
Is owing to the magnetic personality and 
consummate skill of its Commander. Gen­ 
eral Booth was born to lead. His nose, a 
regular Wellingtonian, indicates thiB, and 
his success proves it. Híb whole appear­ 
ance is in his favor. 
Tall, bony, with 
long-reaching arms and bushy, iron-gray 
whiskers, he makes an impressive figure 
on the platform, and his manner and 
method in speaking highten the effect. 
Barring a Blight nasal twang, he has a good 
voice. He never raves, but talks calmly, 
in an insinuating, confidential tone, blend­ 
ing humor with pious exhortation in a most 
attractive way, and enlivening his re­ 
marks with anecdotes and telling hits. 
His worst enemy could not listen 
to him without being entertained, and 
his friends applaud every sharp point to the 
echo. 
Mrs. Booth, who exercises little 
less influence than her husband, is a 
demure and intellectual-looking woman, 
with pale face, dark hair and eyes, and an 
expression of countenance that indicates 
thorough devotion. She is really a refined 
lady, and the marvel of all is that Bhe can 
put up with 
SO MUCH NOISE AND NONSENSE. 
The younger Booths, of whom there are 
several of each sex, always to the front, 
are veritable chips of the old blocks—the 
g rls resembling their mother and the boys 
looking for all the world like the General. 
The elder Booth is constantly on the go 
from place to place, and bis visits to pre- 
vincial towns are local red-letter days. 
He has just favored Wolverhampton with 
his presence, and what happened there is a 
fair sample of what takes place almost 
everywhere he goes. He was met by a 
large proceeeion at the depot and escorted 
through the principal streets to Exchange 
Hall. The thoroughfares were lined with 
people, moBtly of the working classes. 
There was 
LOUD CHEERING THROUGHOUT THE MARCH, 
And the General Btood up in hiB carriage 
most of the way, waving his hat to the 
assembled multitudes. At the hall the 
position and prospects of the army came 
under review. “ Fifteen months ago,” 
said the General, “ we had 380 corps, 
800 officers and 200 musicians. Now 
we 
have G00 cerps, 
1,400 officers 
and 5.000 musicians.” W ith reference 
to 
the 
future 
of 
the 
army he 
said that if the increase of the past six 
years maintained the same proportion for 
thirty years to come it would have 1,200,­ 
000 officers, or an officer for about every 
1,400 people throughout the world. There 
would also be 150,000,000 soldiers, so that 
at that rate, he said, out of every twelve 
or fourteen persons one would be a Salva­ 
tion Army soldier.

THE CAVE SPIDER. 
A remarkable kind of spider is said to 
be found in Tasmania. It was recently dis­ 
covered in some newly-opened caves in the 
Chudleigh district. These caves are situ­ 
ated Bome six or seven miles from the well- 
known Chudleigh caves, and consist of sev­ 
eral chambers, the innermost of which, 
containing the specimens, is reached with 
some difficulty, owing to the deep, almost 
perpendicular descents, and narrow, shal­ 
low passages ; but, when entered, presents 
a magnificent, fairy-like scene of wonder­ 
fully-shaped stalactites hanging in every 
variety of form from the festooned roof. 
The animal remains, as yet discovered, 
are of existing species, but as the caves 
have 
been very slightly examined 
it is more than probable that deeper 
digging and more careful investigation 
may bring to light a greater variety of 
forms, possibly some of extinct races. 
The spiders, to which the jaw-breaking 
name of Theridion troglodytet>, or “ cave- 
inhabiting spider,’’ has been given, are of 
targe size, measuring from six to seven 
inches in length, and are found only in the 
innermost cave, to which not a ray of light 
enters. On what they subsist, or how they 
find their way about, is a mystery, but 
that they do both is certain, as they seem 
to be in good condition, and form large 
nests, which are tilled with eggs. Cave- 
inhabiting spiders, some furnished with 
eyes and others quite blind, are said to be 
found in the mammoth cave of Kentucky, 
in caves in Austria, and other parts of the 
world , but these are associated with hun­ 
dreds of different kinds of blind beetles, 
flies and other insects, on which they 
are known to prey. 
Whether simi­ 
lar insects exist at Chudleigh, re­ 
main* to be proved. In New South 
\\ ales 
the 
limestone caves have 
yielded the remains of the Tasmanian 
hyena and devil animals which now only 
exist in that island, but formerly, in ages 
long gone by, roamed over Eastern Aus­ 
tralia. W ith tins fact staring us in the 
face, it is more than probable that careful 
search will bring to light forms of animals 
which formerly inhabited Tasmania but 
have long been extinct.—{Sydney News.

A LECTURE ON FLYING. 
Martin Tupper, D. C. L., author of 
“ Proverbial Philosophy,” delivered a lect­ 
ure recently at the Westminster Aqua­ 
rium, under the auspices of the Balloon So­ 
ciety, on the subject of “ Flying.” It was 
sixty years ago, Mr. Tupper said, when a 
little Charterhouse boy oi 13 called one 
Saturday afternoon at a Bhabby office up a 
court in Fleet street with a few saved-up 
sniffings of pocket-money, and asked a bal­ 
loon agent to give him a seat in the basket 
in the next flight from Vauxhall. Either 
from prudential humanity, or commercial 
greed, the agent told him £5 was the fixed 
price, and as he could only produce ten 
shillings, the negotiations came to nothing, 
and he who had long coveted the privilege 
that the birds enjoyed was fortunately re­ 
fused that juvenile voyage in the clouds. 
If his pious whim had been granted, and 
if 
he 
had 
taken 
habitually 
to 
aeronautical flightiness, 
this 
ambit- 
iouB young Carthusian would scarce­ 
ly have stood before them that even­ 
ing as an ancient proverbial philosopher. 
He had felt a desire all through life to have 
the wings of a dove, and to fly away from 
the dross and the dust of earth into the 
blue expanse of the heavenly ether. The 
thing, he was convinced, was to be accom­ 
plished in these days of electricity 
and concentrated power—perhaps by some 
of the lighter gases, some condensed form 
of tamed dynamite, some lifting and mo­ 
tive power, aided by exquisite mechanism, 
either attached to the human form, if the 
flyer was an athlete, or a vehicle with flap­ 
ping wings, impelled by electricity, in 
which he might sit. Electricity and gases, 
to be carried in the compass of a saveloy, 
might, be thonght, be so manipulated by 
our chemists as to bring forth an invention 
which would supersede every other locomo­ 
tion—human flight. Dr. De Leslie Hay 
said that a vehicle for flying ahonld have 
the side-long action of a flat fish, but 
it was evident that if man meant 
to soar aloft he must be frogified, imitate 
nature and the birds as much as possible. 
He bad not the slightest doubt that in 
time the navigation of the air would be 
as easy as the navigation of the sea. 
Sketches of an aerial machine and flying 
angels were exhibited, and Mr. Tupper 
quoted largely from his essay written forty 
years ago, to show that what he had 
prophesied then would surely come to 
pass. At preseut man, with all his ingenu­ 
ity, was mocked by every little bird of the 
air. The blunt-headed balloon must be 
done away with, and men must learu to 
fly like sparrows. Mr. Tupper’s lecture 
was exceedingly amusinc, and at times it 
was loudly cheered.—[London Standard.

L a rk -H a w k in g in E n g la n d . — The 
Field contains a brief account of a small 
but successful attempt to revive one of the 
most ancient and honorable sports known 
in this country. A gentleman has, as it 
appears, taken two or three merlins—the 
smallest of hawks—to Salisbury plain, and 
in the short space of a month, during part 
of which the weather was bad, has killed, 
or at least canght, considerably more than 
a hundred larks. Tnis does not, perhaps, 
sound a great achievement when it is re­ 
membered that the same number is often 
canght by a bird-catcher in twenty-four 
hours. But then every lark brought down 
by these Bmall falcons means a more or 
leas long flight, in which much skill and 
speed are displayed on both sides, and 
much running is necessary in order to keep 
the chase in sight. Lark-hawking with 
merlins used to be called “ heron-hawking 
in miniature,” and those who have seen the 
two declare that they are much alike. 
And some of the most renowned falconers 
of ancient times, including, as it is said, 
Liuis XL of France, declared that no 
sport in the world was more worth Beeing 
than a flight at a skylark. The fact that 
it can still, in some parts of England, be 
practiced with so much eucce9s suggests a 
question why more men do not engage in 
it, as in former times. These little hawks 
are not very difficult to get, and are said to 
be easily trained, and thus, at the cost of a 
small expenditure of time and money, a 
sportsman living in an open country might 
indulge in a pleasant experience of a kind 
not novel, indeed, but certainly unusaal.— 
[London Globe. 
T h e A n g le r’s F a v o rite B ird .—The 
kingtisher is specially dear to the wander­ 
ing fly-fis'ner in the “ shires.” In the most 
lonely spots on his stream, from bush to 
distant brake, the bird Hisbes by him like 
a streak of emerald light He follows. In 
a quarter of an hour or so it darts past him 
back again. Thus it is identified with 
grassy meadows, scattered hawthorn bush­ 
es, willow holts aad other abodes of peace 
on the angler’s beat 
Itself well answers 
to its name ; a friend has seen it dive 
through a thin covering of ice for its prey, 
and once shot one which fell on the other 
side of the stream, and had a stickleback 
an inch and a quarter long, and still alive, 
in its mouth on his crossing to gain his 
prize. Ho gave the little fish its liberty, 
and it swam off as if nothing had hap­ 
pened. The French legend accounts for 
the kingfisher’s brilliant coloring and its 
habit of darting along the water-courseB 
by the following scrap of folk-lore : When 
Noah sent the dove out of the ark, know­ 
ing the kingfisher’s fondness for water, he 
let it out also. It flew so high for gladness 
that the sky turned its back blue, and the 
sun scorched the lower part of its body to 
the rusty red it bear3 at present. When 
it returned the ark had disappeared, and 
ever since it has been seeking it with 
plaintive cries along the streams and rivera. 
The angler finds that his favorite birds in­ 
crease in interest as he thus garners up any 
scrap of Old World lore connected with 
them, and many a giily and ancient water- 
watcher can be communicative on these 
subjects if properly questioned.—[Bolgra- 
via Exchange. 
A W ound fro m a S ta g 's H o rn .— 
Throughout the West Highlands, a wound 
from a stag’s horn is believed to be very 
dangerous. 
It is difficult to cure, and 
often causes extreme debility and bad 
health, Gamekeepers, foresters and their 
assistants dread it extremely, and say that 
a dog which receives such a wound usually 
dies from gangrene or mortification of the 
sore, however Blight it may have seemed at 
first. 
If he recovers, the result is almost 
equally unsatisfactory ; the dog becomes 
paralytic in the wounded limb, or epilep­ 
tic ; or if he has been a wise and intelli­ 
gent creature, he now becomes perfectly 
stupid. 
The author of “ Nether Locha- 1 
her” was personally acquainted with a fine- 
looking young man, an assistant forester, 
who, in helping to take a dead stag off a 
hill pony’s back, was accidentally wounded 
in the leg by one of the tines. He did not 
think much of the wound at the time. It 
was an ugly, ragged gash, but not deep, 
and he had more than once had much more 
serious wounds which had healed at once 
quite easily “ by the first intention” as the 
doctors say. 
This wound from the dead 
stag's horn would not, however, heal ; 
none of the salves or ointments or healing 
medicaments of the glen had the least ef­ 
fect upon it. It always became the longer 
the worse, and when Mr. Stewart saw the 
young man he w»b on his way to Glasgow 
to see if the skill of the doctors there 
could counteract the dire effect of the 
stag’s horn.—[Chambers’ Journal. 
T h e T r a il W as Too H o t.—One of our 
fox-hunters gives the following account of 
an adventurous day afield : “ One morning 
as I was crossing lots with my hound I 
saw an old red run into a thicket. I put 
the dog on his track, and concealed myself 
in the thicket, knowing that a fox will 
o:ten circlo and pick up his own track. I 
could hear the hound having way off to­ 
ward New Gloucester. Then it changed 
and grew msre and more distinct, and I 
knew the fox was returning. I must have 
awaited some half an hour, when I saw the 
fox dart into a hollow log a little distanco 
to my left, but as he went out the other 
end I remained in iny hiding-place, sup­ 
posing it a trick of the fox to put the dog 
off his track. Tne dog was puzzled onl> 
an instant, and followed the fox on a long 
circuit this time, but in the course of an 
h iur I saw it again enter one end of the 
log and out at the other. Tdinks I, ‘ My 
chap. I’ll play you a Yankee trick by 
stopping up the further end of that log.’ 
Tnis I did, and again hid myself, hoping 
for a third return. I was hidden about 
the same length of time, when, by the 
voice of my dog, I knew the fox- was re­ 
turning. A few minutes later I saw the 
fox outer the log. I ran up to the open 
end, and soon had it secured. Tnis being 
done, I awaited the coming up of the dog, 
which I tied to a sapling, while I went out 
to get an ax. I soon got back and opened 
the log sufficiently to see four foxes instead 
of one. 
‘ How was that V * It’s plain 
enough. One fox would ran until tired, 
then would enter tb i log, and another 
would taue his place.’ 'B ut why did not 
the hound bay the three in the log !' ' The 
trail was too hot, you see !’ ”—[Lewiston 
(Me.) Journal. 
T h e Q u a il T k esta ss —A Los Angeles 
vineyardist says quail, feasting upon his 
grapes, have cost him ten dollars a day 
during the season, and be believes the loss 
to farmers who raise grain in that county 
is still greater. But the qnail can not be 
killed during this season of greatest loss 
because the game law protects them from 
the sufferers. If an owner finds a tres­ 
passer upon his property he can eject him, 
and if the trespasser does injury to the 
property or attempts to carry of anything 
of value he may be shot, as a last resort 
provided he be a man. But the law, 
which allows the sacrifice of human life in 
extreme cases, protects the Quail in any 
case. It is singular legislation. Game 
laws are necessary, and should be main­ 
tained ; but there ought to be reasonable 
provision made for the^ producers of the 
noil, whose crops are ravished by the birds 
and whose lands are trespassed upon by 
the sportsmen in queat of birds. It is no 


doubt true, up to a certain limit, that birds 
benefit the farmer and frnit-grower and 
vineyardiet by preying upon the insects 
which impair or destroy the plant and 
the product, whether stalk or tree or 
vine. Yet there is a limit to this sum of 
benefit, and an excess of loss by the birds ; 
and when the producer finds the balance 
to bo against him, he ought to have the 
authority of the law to fairly protect him­ 
self from the ravager, whether bird or 
beast. The men who live iu cities and 
hunt for pleasure or sport ought not to be 
favored to the disparagement or loss of the 
farmer. 
Yet this is practically the effect 
of the game law in this State, as it was 
abundantly shown in the discussion of the 
subject at the last session of the Legisla­ 
ture, when the majority of each honse 
maintained the proposition that, as between 
the agriculturist and the quail, the former 
should suffer and the birds be assured pro­ 
tection ; and that, rather than have the 
pleasure and sport of the hunter curtailed, 
in arbitrarily enforcing the close season, 
and giving him full license to indulge in 
his pastime and excitement in his chosen 
seasoD, the farmer should be punished in 
case he killed the birds which he found de­ 
stroying his crops. Eventually the farmers 
will learn the importance of electing 
enough of tbeir own calling and interests 
to the Legislature to frame and enact laws 
which shall guard their rights, at least 
againBt birds and beasts, and trespassers 
who hunt either or both merely for the 
sport it affords. 
Possum an d P o ta to e s.—In a barber 
shop one day last week, says the Americas 
(Ga ) Recorder, while several gentlemen 
were waiting to be shaved, the conversa­ 
tion turned on good things to eat. After 
discussing various dishes, Joe Roney, who 
is considered a connoisseur, and who had 
taken an active part in the discussion, 
said : “ Well, boys, you can all talk about 
nice things to eat, but the best thing iu the 
world I ever tasted was possum, hedged in 
with brown gravy and sweet potatoes, with 
sugar on them.” It struck us that Joe 
knew what he was talking about, aDd we 
determined to investigate the first time we 
had an opportunity. We eoon had the 
chance. W alt Furlow extended an invita­ 
tion soon after to go out to his plantation 
and assist in a genuine old-fashioned pos­ 
sum hunt, with an hour or two of squirrels 
thrown in. We suppose there is hardly a 
man in Northwest Georgia who has not ex­ 
perienced the glories of a possum hunt. It 
is not for their benefit, therefore, that we 
write these lines. Possibly the ladieB may 
not feel particularly interested in them, 
but we must beg the excuse that some one 
will, for we are full to overflowing with the 
good of the hunt, and must tell Borne one. 
On every plantation there is one or more 
darkies who do the poseum and coon-hunt­ 
ing ; who can tell you to a hair’s breadth 
where to find them. Mr. Furlow’s planta­ 
tion is no exception. There is negro there 
named Jim that Knows all about it, and 
what he don’t know hiB dogs do. His dogs 
are his life and soul; he would rather you 
would Bteal his wife than his dogs, for he 
reasons that another wife he could get, 
but another dog as good as Ilock, Jack 
or I’up, never. Rack is his “ boss dog,” 
and when his deep bay is heard you 
car, lay your last dollar and wager it 
that that possum will be treed. The 
first night’s experience was a tame one ; we 
got into a dry piece of woods and struck 
but one possum track, but we got that 
possum. The next night we had every­ 
thing in fine shape, and between 8 and 9 
o’clock we started out. Down the road to 
the woods we went, stopping long enough 
to get several handfuls of good lighter, and 
then into the forest we went. Scarcely 
fifteen minutes had passed before a bark 
was heard, succeeded a few moments later 
by another and then another. A trail had 
been struck. The voices of the dogs grew 
more frequent, until at length a long con­ 
tinuous bay from the leader announced 
that the possum was treed. A few mo­ 
ments’ walk brought us to him, but the 
scene around the tree bailies description. 
With bark after bark the dogs circled 
around, now snifting, and trying in vain to 
climb np the sapling. A few blows from 
the ax brought the tree down, and the next 
moment the possum was in the jaws of the 
dogs, forty feet away. He had started to 
run as soon as the tree fell, but the dogs 
ran too quickly. As soon as they had a 
taste of him they were satisfied. It is re­ 
markable, but a possum dog will never eat 
a possum or the bones of one. The same 
Beene was repeated twice more, varied by 
long tramps through swamps, cotton and 
com fields. The small hours of the morn­ 
ing had anived when we went to bed, but 
we consoled ourselves with the thought of 
the feast we would have the next day, and 
such a feast it was 1 On a big dish in the 
center of the table, brown and fat, the 
possum looked like it was good, but it was 
better than it looked. It was a meal fit 
for kings, but which anybody could have 
for the trouble of the hunt. It was the 
first possum we ever ate, but if our legs 
hold out it will not be the last. Joe Roney 
was right. Tnere is nothing that will beat 
the possum.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 
A specimen of vegetable wool is on ex­ 
hibition at Amsterdam. It comes from 
Java. Wnen it is freed from its leathery 
covering and the seeds, through a very 
simple process, it is worth between 10 and 
17 cents a pound. 
A correspondent of one of the medical 
journals says that the application of a 
strong solution of chromic acid three or 
four times a day, by means of a camel’s 
hair pencil, is the best and easiest method 
of removing warts. 
To cut the neck off a bottle, bend a 
quarter-inch iron rod so that it will half 
encircle the bottle. Heat it to a low red 
heat, place the bottle in the bend upon the 
line of separation, and turn the bottle back 
and forth through the part of a revolution 
in contact with the hot rod. When the 
battle begins to crack, turn it slowly 
around until the top is completely cracked 
off. 
It has long been suppoeed that tame 
monkeys die chiefly from consumption, but 
a careful inquiry by the London Patholog­ 
ical Society shows that such ÍB not the 
case. Out of fifty-three deaths in the col­ 
lection of the Zoological Society, ouly three 
were ascribed to that disease. Bronchitis 
is very fatal, and caused the death of 
twenty-two monkeys during the sixteen 
months of the investigation. 
A Yokohama paper states that John 
Milne, whose researches on earthquakes, as 
explained by him to the British Association 
at S juthainpton, hare excited great inter­ 
est in scientific circles, and who has since 
returned to his duties in Japan, has applied 
to the Japanese authorities to establish an 
observatory, in order that he inay be able 
to thoroughly investigate underground 
phenomena. He has sent the authorities a 
long treatise upon the earthquakes of 
Japan. 
Paper gas-pipes are made by passing an 
endless strip of hemp paper, the width of 
winch equals the length of the tube, 
through a bath of melted asphalt, and then 
rolling it tightly and smoothly ou a core 
to give the required diameter. When the 
number of layers thus rolled is sufficient 
to afford the desired thickness the tube is 
strongly compressed, the outside sprinkled 
with tine sand and the whole cooled in 
water. Wnen cold the core is drawn out 
and the inside served with a water-proofing 
composition. 
In addition to being ab­ 
solutely tight and smooth, and much 
cheaper than iron, these pipes have great 
strength ; for when the sides are scarcely 
three fifths of an inch thick they will 
withstand a pressure of more than fifteen 
atmospheres. If buried underground they 
will not be broken by settlement, nor when 
violently shaken or jarred. The material 
being a bad conductor of heat, the pipes 
do not readily freeze. 


[From the Sydney, New South Wales, News ]

JUVENILE REFORMATORIES AND AIDS. 
The annual report of officers of the Boys’ 
and Girls' Aid Society at S»n Francisco is 
a suggestive document. This private so­ 
ciety, in the year ending May 31st, re­ 
ceived 34S children to its care. Of these 
108 came from CourtB and prisons, 7 by 
legal commitment, 33 directly from bad 
bornes, 33 were sent from the Society for 
I’revention to Cruelty to Children, til were 
“ waifs,” 2Í1 came voluntarily to seek 
shelter and kindness, and relatives brought 
75. 
The society thus reports the disposal 
of these little ones:

homes, 173; trades and homes, 18; 
shipped, 3 ; retnraed to relatives under 
surveillance of the society, 73 ; placed in 
private institutions, 34 ; returned for sen­ 
tence, 2 ; sent to the alms-house, 1; died, 
2 : Feut to hospital, 2 ; eloped, 2; still in 
charge, 2S. Besides these 348 unfortunate 
ones, the society aided 276 children by 
linding them proper employment. Thus it 
fostered over 600 children, and improved 
their condition, or cared for them till 
death. The officers agree that the most 
frequent and immediate cause of the chil­ 
dren enumerated being thrown upon its 
charity is drunkenness. But upon this we 
cannot now pause for comment. W e must 
take the fact as it is. This is the work of 
a single society—a private organization— 
and represents but a very small proportion 
of the wretched children of the State. The 
question that most concerns u b is whether 
the State, as representing our society and 
civili/ition, is doing its duty toward 
the 
homeless 
children 
of 
the 
State ? 
And 
we 
speak 
of 
the 
homeless in the broadest sense. The ac­ 
counts that the society referred to give of 
some of the little ones committed to its 
care, or rescued from the haunts of vice 
and infamy, are pitiful in the extreme. 
They show that not alone are orphans 
homeless, but that those very often who 
are most truly without homes are those 
who have the semblance of homes, and 
from which it is necessary to snatch them 
to prevent the most horrible cruelty, or the 
bringing up of the children as criminals, 
hating the world and deeming mankind 
victims upon whom they are to prey. It 
is admitted on all hands that as a reform­ 
atory the Industrial School at San Fran­ 
cisco is a total failure—its title is a mis­ 
nomer. It may as well be placed outside 
of all consideration of the question as to 
•whether the State has done anything for 
abandoned children. A few are cared for 
in church and other private asylums, and 
a few mere in charity by a cias3 of quiet 
working benevolent people. Our law per­ 
mits the Court* to suspend sentence when 
there is reaton to believe that the juvenile 
criminal defendant may be reformed. In 
such cases the J udge may commit the child 
to the care of Borne private institution, the 
managers of which will agree to attempt 
his reformation, and if the parents of the 
child cannot be made to pay for its care, 
the liberality of the county is to he 
strained to the extent of §25—and no 


3,ore—for the care of the child for 
two months, presumably on the ground 
that bis whole moral natuie is to 
be revolutionized in that period. 
Tnis 
is literally ail the care the State gives to its 
abandoned children, except as to such as 
are received into orphan asylums under 
Other provisions relating to abandoned 
children, and which provision it is not 
necessary to now consider, as it is not 
intended to relate to juvenile offenders 
•against the laws, with a view to keeping 
them without the contaminating atmos­ 
phere of prisons. The Aid Society rc- 
'erred to moves upon a totally different 
-olac from the Industrial School. It is, as 
understand (it, opposed, as the Super­ 


intendent put* it, to the “ inititutioniz- 
ing " theory. It believes in the Individual­ 
ization of the pupil. It prefers a home to a 
reformatory. As the matter now stands, 
we commit to the hands of those who are 
not responsible to the State, the reforma­ 
tion and care of the class the State should 
consider its wards, and entitled to itB im­ 
mediate and tenderest care. It is within 
the province of the State to prevent crime, 
and there íb no held in which it can ope­ 
rate so profitably as that where the sur­ 
roundings of youth must direct it into 
criminal paths. Such a work as the pri­ 
vate Boys and Girls’ Aid Society is doing 
on the fund supplied by charitable citi­ 
zens, should be extended under State con­ 
trol over the whole State. It aims not 
to punish, or coniine, or herd children 
together in an institution, the brand of 
which will remain quite ineffacable, but to 
encourage the child in the pursuit of right 
living, to introduce it into a proper home, 
to bring it under the influence of good men 
and women in homes. It holds that proper 
encouragement, a little oversight and good 
surroundings will, nine times out of ten, 
save the child and turn it into the pathB of 
rectitude. The Massachusetts system is 
strongly recommended. It proceeds upon 
the plan of placing out the children in 
homes, or to trades with homes, as soon 
after they are taken in charge as may be, 
and their visitation and supervision by 
agents of the State. That State flnds it 
more ecenomical by far than to maintain 
reformatories, and more rapidly and cer­ 
tainly to work the reformation of the juve­ 
nile offender, or the child whom its parents 
have been unable to control, and have 
abandoned to the streets and vicious influ­ 
ences, There are not now one-half as many 
young offenders in the State Industrial 
Schools, Reformatories and PrisonB. The 
commitments to jails, almshouses and pri­ 
vate institutions have really declined, and 
the class of juvenile criminals has visibly 
decreased also. The policy upon which 
the new system was based seems to have 
been vindicated—“ it is less expensive to 
save children than to punish criminals.” 
The system has a State Developing School, 
to which the child is sent from the Police 
Magistrate’s Court, or by the police direct. 
This is but a temporary stopping place. 
Here the child is placed in a group, never 
exceeding twenty-five, and its capacities 
and disposition studied, and as soon as it 
is ascertained what direction it is best 
should be given to its life, the process is 
put into operation to accomplish that 
result, and seldom is there a mistake made 
or the end defeated. The child is sent out 
to acquire the particular fitness for the 
calling in life to which it is to be devoted. 
The State agent places him into active life, 
removing him from the artiticial atmos­ 
phere of the reformatory, and effacing the 
stain of the “ institution” from Mb char­ 
acter. He is often visited, advised, en­ 
couraged, corrected, and íb throughout 
treated as a responsible being of whom 
much is expected, and who is specially 
favored with advantages. 
In California we need some snch system. 
Almost any would be better than the 
absence of all system, which is our present 
condition. The whole question of the In­ 
dustrial School and reformatory plans 
needs to be debated by our people. We 
must ascertain what is best for those 
children of the State that are being raised 
up in town and country alike to lives of 
crime and degradation. 
As a purely 
economical question, divested of all higher 
considerations, it is a proper topic for the 
people of the State to consider, and to 
bring into such form that when the legis­ 
lature again assembles, the representatives 
of the people may be intelligently advised 
as to what action should be taken. So far 
as we are now informed, and in the light 
of such examination as we have been able 
to give it, the “ aid” system commends 
itself in opposition to the reformatory 
system. It is certainly the least expensive; 
it produces the most immediate and the 
best results. As matters now are, we are 
strongly inclined to agree with Mr. Dooley 
in his statement that “ the San Francisco 
Industrial School in two years {¡repares 
candidates for the State Prison and a 
criminal career, and the cost per head íb 
over §000.” The cost of proper work 
under the aid Bystem should not exceed 
one-sixth of that amount at the utmost, 
and should give us, instead of a criminal, 
a person fitted for a useful life. 


WHAT O’CLOCK? 
There is not generally a clear comprehen 
sion of tho scheme to establish a new 
standard of time. As we reckon the hours 
of the day now, we involve ourselves in 
much unnecessary trouble. The division 
of the day into forenoon and afternoon is 
all wrong—a relic of the age when men 
knew no better. It would be much more 
sensible to number, as is proposed, the 
hours from one to twenty-four. It would, 
for a time, sound oddly to speak of twenty- 
two b’clock, but it is just as euphonious as 
to use the words ten o’clock f. M. Some 
have proposed to letter the hours with 
twenty four letters of the alphabet, but it 
is objected that the household and the 
town clock cannot strike “ B ” or “ C ” 
o’clock. Sanford Fleming sent out last 
year 200 letters of inquiry to railroad men 
and scientists on the subject. Their replies 
almost unifurmly confessed the inconve­ 
nience of the present system, nearly all op­ 
posed the “ letter ” plan, and the majority- 
agreed that to number from 1 to 24 is ad­ 
visable. 
With regard to “ standard tim e” a 
most interesting development is taking 
place. For tea years Professor Barnard, 
of Columbia College, has been agitating 
the question, as President of the Ameri­ 
can Meteorological Society. The desira­ 
bility of some universally recognized Bys­ 
tem for regulating the divisions of the day, 
he says, has long been felt, and is not now 
questioned. In the railway service uni­ 
form time is of the highest importance. 
Some of the lines extend over several di­ 
visions of longitude, and, as a result, the 
termini time being used, there is a wide 
difference between “ depot " and “ town ” 
time. Tnis inconvenience all have experi­ 
enced. A new system is now about to be 
adopted, and is to go into effect on the 
18th instant by leading transportation 
companies of the country, and is thus de­ 
scribed : “ It was proposed originally for 
this country by Professor Cleveland Abbe, 
of the United States Signal Service, and 
by Sandford Fleming, late Chief ilngineer 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. There 
is to he adopted for the American conti­ 
nent five meridians, of wMch the central 
one will be situated six hours west of 


Greenwich, and pass through New Or­ 
leans. The foar-hoor meridian, croaaing 
the Island of Newfoundland, will give 
what may be called 1 Eastern time ’ to the 
British possessions east of Canada, The 
five-hour meridian passes near New York, 
and gives 'Atlantic time ’ for the States 
on the Atlantic and the two Canadas. 
The six-hour meridian, including the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley, gives 'valley time;’ the 
seven-hour meridian, which passes near 
Pike’s Peak, gives ‘mountain time,’ and 
the eight-hour meridian gives ' Pacific 
time.’ The boundary lines between the 
successive meridians, at which the count 
of the hour shall change, it is not proposed 
to define with the same geometrical pre­ 
cision which characterizes the meridians 
themselves. ” 
Still another proposition is to establish 
a universal meridian for measurement of 
standard time. As we now calculate, the 
1st of December on the other side of the 
globe may be November 30th in part on 
this side. So, too, the Europeans may at a 
given time be living in the year 1884, while 
we linger in 1SS3. The plan is to fix a 
line at which one day shall end and another 
begin. For this purpose Professor Bar­ 
nard proposes the 180th degree from Green­ 
wich, as it runs where fewest people live, 
and the division will thus inconve­ 
nience the least number. 
It passes 
almost entirely its whole length in 
the Pacific Ocean, touching only a 
a part of Kamschatka. The idea is to 
base zero in this meridian 180 degrees from 
Greenwich. This will be absolute or uni­ 
versal time. Then the earth is to be di­ 
vided into 24 time belts, 15 degrees of 
longitude, and one hour in time distant 
from each other. Each belt will be known 
by a letter, zero being Z. Thus, the At­ 
lantic belt will be “ R tim e” and the Mis­ 
sissippi valley belt will be “ S time.” But 
this scheme has not yet received such ap­ 
proval as to make it likely that it will be 
adopted by meteorologists very soon. As 
one scientist puts it, *' it is a capital plan 
for the millenium, but too perfect for the 
present state of humanity,” 


A VIGOROUS OFFICIAL. 
We admire the vigor of Pension Commis­ 
sioner Dudley. He has resolved to unearth 
the pension frauds and to punish the of­ 
fenders, and Secretary Teller gives him 
hearty support. 
For instance, A, B. 
Webb, of Washington, a pension claim at­ 
torney and agent, issued a circular to his 
clients, declaring that “ the Pension 
Bureau threatens to notify parties who 
have incomplete claims that cases will be 
rejected if the proofs are Dot furnished 
within a reasonable time after being so 
notified.” Mr. Dudley called on Webb to 
explain. He replied that it was due to an 
error of bis clerk. Mr. Dudley responded 
to him that not only was the circular false, 
but so was the explanation, and showed 
that Webb had clipped the sentence from 
the circular of Milo B. Stevens & Co., who 
were suspended for irregnlarities. Webb 
also issued a circular to clients saying that 
“ desertion is no bar to pension.” To this 
Mr. Dudley replied : “ This statement is 
false and delusive, and can ODly have the 
effect to induce that clasB of soldiers to ap­ 
ply for a pension to which they are not en­ 
titled.” The Commissioner followed up 
the shot with the proof that Webb had 
presented false claims for soldiers who in 
fact saw all their service in the rebel army. 
It was proven also that Webb, by false 
pretenses, extorted money from Mary 
Newell, a pensioner, and attempted it with 
Ellen Buchanan, the mother of a soldier. 
On these facts being reported, Secretary 
Teller disbarred Webb ; his large business 
is closed, and he goes forth branded as 
dishonest. This is but one of nearly a 
score of cases in which the “ crooked ” are 
being punished by a fearless Government 
official who is determined to purify his de­ 
partment. 
Thk proposition that all the counties shall club 
together and make up a purse to fee attorneys to 
carry the tax suit agaitiBt the railroads up to 
and through the Supreme Court is indefensibie. 
The counties that have no cause of action are not 
interested, and to call on them to contribute to the 
fund is unwarranted. The State's law officers should 
be able to present the State's cjge cler.rly. The case 
w as thoroughly argued below, and it is unlikely that 
anything new can he presented. Whatever the 
State's right is, the Supreme Court is not likely to 
overlook it The probabilities are that the ruling 
in the Court below will be affirmed. Certainly the 
equities are on the side of the railroads that are 
taxed irregularly'. The railroad companies, as we 
understand it, do not resist payment of their taxes, 
but they do resist injustice, inequality and extor­ 
tionate assessments laid against them. 


A coRRKsroM'KNT of a London paper writing from 
St. Petersburg expresses the opinion that Nihilism 
in Russia has received such severe blows in the 
arrest, execution or exile of its leaders that it is not 
likely to lecover ; that the Nihilists exist in scat­ 
tered hands and are miserably weakened and greatly 
dispirited. So far as that is concerned the Nihilists 
have always existeel in widely scaturcd hands ; they 
always have been poor, and have for years suffered 
the loss of leaders. Hut Nihilism in Kues'a sprang 
from a cause that remains, and we cannot believe 
that it will cease to exist so long as the cause exists. 
Most methods of the Nihilists have been infaxous, 
but their e'.-.'-n Í r constitutional guarantees is not 
chimerical, nor without reason. 


THE FOLSOM PRISON. 


Tus Examiner says that it is not a good year for 
Republics? s to abuse people. That abuse of lluadly 
elected hun and defeated Foraker, and that the 
assaults up >11 Duller will defeat Robinson in Massa­ 
chusetts. 
If the philosophy of the Examiner 
amounted to anything, all Republican candidates 
would he elected irrespective of their merits, for 
the chief stock in trade of the modern Democracy 
is abuse of the opponents of the party. Having no 
principles, the party can only howl, “ Turn the rat­ 
éala out, that we rascals may get in." 


Tus San Fra ¡cisco Bulletin says a witty thing and 
makes an apt simile when it remarks concerning an 
extra session of the Legislature : " The Governor 
may start it, hut, like the aeronaut with his bal­ 
loon, he is obliged to trust to luck in making a 
landing." It adds that, in its opinion, the Examiner, 
by its chatter, “ Extra session, extra session,” gives 
evidence of having “ lost its reason." Not so ; it 
was bom that way. 


A Fort Worth exchange speaks of a business 
house there that re fuses employment to men who 
drink intoxicating liquors. In New England several 
fatdories have the same rule. In all cases the em­ 
ployers say the results have been highly beneficial. 
That is practical temperance, but strange as it may 
seem, advocates have arisen for the drinking class, 
who denounce these business men for exercising an 
undoubted right. 


Thk decision of oue of the United States Circuit 
Courts that State regulation of common carriers as 
to the charges they may make on freight trans­ 
ported cannot extend to freight carried from one 
State to another, because the regulation of inter­ 
state commerce is not within the province of a 
State, is in line with the reason of the law and in 
keeping with former decisions,

A Correspondent Gives His Impression of 
the Place and Its Surroundings. 
Eds. Record-Union : Those who located 
the Folsom State Prison did not have in view 
the idea of making the coming convict in love 
with his enforced abiding place. They did 
not calculate on his becoming weaned from 
the place of hie birth ; nor did they endeavor 
to create within hie soul a longing to revisit 
the scenes of his atonement for deeds done in 
days of bis freedom. Conceive of a forest of 
scrubby trees hanging to the sides of scrubby 
hills, down whose broken elope Time has 
plowed deep, wide gulches, and walled them 
up with the wildest of rocky masonry, and 
floated it with a river, insignificant at thus 
time of year, whose oozy current creeps redly 
and noiselessly away from this home of all 
things homely, down to the sea, and the place 
plays through the reader’s mind with fever- 
phantom vividness. Let this ecrub oak and 
pine pastoral photograph itself on his mind, 
and straightway he views the land wherein is 
sited the branch prison. 
On the side of a ravine that was then in 
itself a synonym of perfect ugliness and eter­ 
nal unfitness, was raised a large and beautiful 
structure of gray granite, hard as adamant 
and lasting as the everlasting mouut&ins. 
From a quarry close by the great stone was 
clipped and dropped into wails with one 
swiug of the derrick, until three high stories 
were toweriDg over the gulch, and a length 
of five hundred feet by eighty broad ran 
back towards the head of the ravine. The 
building clung to the hillside like the baronial 
masonry 00 theprecipice-banks of the castled 
Rhioe, and the roadway leading to the en­ 
trance was rough and hard as the way of the 
tranegreesors who were deetiued to people its 
cells.Several hundred convict recluseB were 
transferred to the cloisters of the penal mon­ 
astery and initiated into the work of redeem­ 
ing tnese courts from their wild hideousness. 
The Warden took upon himself civil engi­ 
neering powers, and mined the hills until the 
surface of the place assumed something of a 
horizontal appearance, and order began to be 
disclosed by every blow of the pick aDd drill. 
In forming the perpendicular sides of the 
earth walls, the atone blocks were dug out 
and swung into position where masonry wan 
needed, thus killing two birds with one great 
piece of granite. 
A trip to this stronghold is full of interest; 
the visitor first finds himself within a horse- 
ehoe of sentry-posts, where Gatling guns and 
Winchester rifles look menacingly in all di­ 
rections. Once inside this circle of firearms, 
his personal responsibility eutirely ceases. 
The State takes full charge of his being and 
a strong interest in bis further actions, see­ 
ing that he makes no contraband communica­ 
tions or presentations to her wards. Under 
the supervisión of a keeper he is at liberty 
to go wherever he chooses. 
The front end of this long building is two 
half-octagonal towers of rough stone, the 
window and door-sills being dressed. A 
broad stairway leads to the grand entrance, 
on whose threshold the convict leaves all 
hope behind, for there he meets the Warden, 
and his initiation into that official’s family 
and into a suit of striped clothes is a double 
degree soon conferred. A number and cell are 
then assigned him, and he takes his place 
within the silent walls of civil death. 
The prisoners are called up at 5 o’clock A. 
M., and after their little housekeeping duties 
of cleaning uo the cells, they are unlocked for 
breakfast. Each man lines-up in bis place, 
and with hand on shoulder, down they 
go. 
Without 
the 
least 
confusion, 
300 men take a steady tramp to the eating 
hall. There the officer of the watch takes 
his position overlooking the large room, like 
the chairman in a convention, and with a dig­ 
nified tap of bis gavel seats the hotly. So 
admirably is the order maintained, and so 
well are these men drilled iu their move­ 
ments, that it seemed as if they eat by rule; 
that this host of jaws reee aud fell in a per­ 
fect uniformity of motion. Meantime the 
guards for the prison are all posted on the 
hill overlooking the grounds, the cannons 
trained, ami everything prepared to check 
any break fur liberty. After the meal the 
men again iine np for egress. Each man, as 
he passes through the double gat-way into 
the outer yard for labor, is tallied by two 
keepers, and his whereabouts duriDg the day 
is watchfully known to these officers. Should 
a convict w sh to enter the budding he is ad­ 
mitted at the first door, his number recorded, 
paseed to the inner door, again numbered, 
and let in. On c lining out the same pre cau­ 
tions are taken. Eternal vivtlanee is the 
price that kills the prisoner’s liberty here. 
When once outside the convicts go imme­ 
diately to work, no idleness being permitted, 
aud quickly the shops and quarris are 
manned. 
Ab the workvard is telow the 
buildings, tip* men at their labor are not only 
under the eye of every guard, but in view of 
the Warden himself as lie sits in his office. 
Consequently no overseers are placed among 
the workmen, the managers preferring to 
trnsi a man’s honesty iu doing a f.ir day’s 
work, and to let him forget while chiselirg 
the hard granite that he is in a fettered ser­ 
vitude, if that Ci-n be possible with the Gat­ 
ling batteries aud rifle barrels shining 
brightly in the sun as they point unpleasantly 
down on him. No system is practiced, be­ 
yond precautionary measures for safety, that 
is calculated to degrade a man, and no treat­ 
ment shown that will make his lot barrier. 
On the contrary, hla reformation seems to ba 
the object constantly aimed at. The visitor 
sees and hears of no indignities needlessly 
caBt upon the men. They work steadily un­ 
der the skilled foremen who are employed to 
direct the strne-cuttiog and wall-building, 
but whs really have uo authority over the 
convicts. 
The portion of the proponed walls which 
fronts the river is almost finished, and when 
the new granite sawe, which General Me- 
Comb is erecting, are put into operation, the 
work of inclosing the grounds will bs hast­ 
ened forward. As far as stone walls are con­ 
cerned, the place is entirely open, and, to a 
careless observer, the prisoners can walk 
earily to freedom ; but snch a feat would not 
be so easy after all, for the ever-watchful 
sentries, with guns in hand, are thickly 
posted, and however alluring are the thoughts 
of freedom, the effort to gain it ii too ex­ 
tremely hszirdnus to invite the attempt. 
A tabout 5 o’clock r. m. the steam-whistle 
calls the men from woik, and the line is 
quickly formed for the entry. 
The 
double 
tallying 
and 
numbering is 
carefully gone over again with, and 
when every man is locked inside Lf 
the prison, the guards are called in from the 
hill-tops. After supper comes the “lock up.” 
Each prisoner stands in full view at the door 
of his cell, that the keeper may see him ere 
the bolt is turned, and as that officer ap­ 
proaches the convict closes the door on him­ 
self, the padlock is sprung, and the outside 
world is securely closed against him. The 
prisoners are allowed oil, aud are permitted 
fo use a lump until 8 o’clock, when every ceil 
light goes out, and the condemned man is 
left to undisturbed meditation and dreams of 
hit- self and the outside world, aud the f irful 
reality that by the righteous judgment of the 
law be is, for the time, civilly dead.

To-day these plains are not only 
dotted all over with comfortable farm 
homer, but possess numerous towns, the 
Bupport of which comes from the very land 
that, a few years ago, was not considered 
worth the time aDd the little money neces­ 
sary to be expended in settling upon it.

THE FORESTER GUN CLUB. 
Tbe Forester Gun Club, which waa organ­ 
ized some four or five years ago in this city, 
has prospered, and to-day has an active 
membership of twenty-six. A m ong the names 
of the members of this sporting club, it can 
be truthfully said, are enrolled some of the 
beat and most enterprising citizenB of this 
community. Its officers are: President, J. 
D. Young; Vice-President, John Gerber; 
Secretary, H. J. Kilgariff; Treasurer, Wm. 
E. Gerber. A t their last meeting all the 
members were present, the Treasurer re­ 
ported a healthy etats of finances, and it was 
agreed to have a pigeon match on Thanks­ 
giving Day. This club lias had more shoot­ 
ing matches during the past year, and in fact 
from its first organization, than any other 
gun clnb in the State. They have during the 
year just past held a match once a month, 
and sometimes twice. Composed as it is of 
men who do not shoot for money, but merely 
for practice atd the love of sport, all their 
meetings have been harmonious, and during 
the four years of its existence no one has 
withdrawn from the club, nor has there been 
the slightest feeling or ’ difference between 
members. The initiation fee is S10, and 
monthly dues50cente. After toe pigeon match 
on the 29th of this month, the club will not 
have another match until March next. They 
have bought three of the best lakes for duck 
shooting in the county, and during the win­ 
ter season will enjoy rare sport among ffocks 
of spoonbills and mallards. The lakes re­ 
ferred to are situated about twelve miles 
south of the city, and are known as Gourlie’s, 
Warner’s and Fox. Individual members own 
boats and also interests in other lakes. This 
clnb is a modest one ; they do not lay claim to 
having the best Bhots in the country, and 
ask every sportsman they meet to trot 
out his Robinson or Carver, but they are con­ 
tent with the knowledge that they have a 
club of tine average shots, and that they can 
stand np before the trap against any twenty- 
six shotgun experts in tbe State without fear 
of defeat. 
The monthly shoots are for 
medals—a first, second and leather. Until a 
marksman wins the first medal he is allowed 
to shoot at the twenty-one-yards rise, After 
that he must shoot at twenty-six yards, and 
when successful at that distance fie is placed 
thirty-one yards from the trap.

HOME 
HINTS. 


Tomatoes dipped in bread crumbs and 
browned in butter are a delicious addition 
to the dinner. 
Two draped curtains of white serim with 
insertion and antique lace, strung on rods 
with rings, are pretty fur the windows of a 
small parlor. 
Griddle cakes made of hatter and toma­ 
toes are put forth as something gaatronomi- 
cally new and the “creation” of somebody’s 
chef at Newport. 
Rice croquettes are delicious if served 
hot with brandy sauce. 
This sauce is made 
like common pudding sauce, only it should 
be a little thinner. 
Celery becomes better and better with 
the approach of winter. 
The highest au­ 
thorities now say it should he packed in 
crushed icc an hour before it is eaten, 
A fillet of veal stuffed with fine herbs 
makes an excellent foundation for a din­ 
ner, and if nicely browned and served hot, 
with brown gravy, may well take the place 
of chicken or duck. 
No two after-dinner coffee cups should 
be the same, says an exchange, and this 
will enable china collectors to show what 
they have got that is old, new, odd, unique, 
exclusive and pretty. 
Lemon fritters are delicious. 
To one 
cup of milk and one egg allow the juice 
and pulp of one lemon. 
These may be 
served with sauce ; in that case, add the 
grated peel of half the lemon to flavor the 
sauce. 
Roast ham is a noted Pennsylvania dish. 
It is roasted the same as beef, only, being 
less juicy, it requires a longer time in the 
oven. 
It is served cut in thin slices, with 
a brown gravy made of beef stock and 
brown flour. 
Muffins without soda, if baked in a hot 
oven, will be light and excellent. 
Take 
one cup of 8weet milk, one cup of flour, 
one egg well beaten, ahont a third of a tea­ 
spoonful of salt. 
Have your gem pans 
very hot, fill about half full, and bake. 
These are nice with butter alone, or with 
maple sugar syrup added. 
There is no design more graceful for 
growing ferns or vines in the drawing­ 
room, says a writer in the New York Post, 
than an easel of bamboo, so slitted at short 
distances that little pans may be inserted 
into the hollow wood. 
These can be filled 
with soil and planted with fanciful growth, 
mosses, ferns, or vines, which will grow 
until the bamboo is covered and perchance 
the picture on the easel charmingly draped. 
A delicious sauce may now be prepared 
for winter use ; it is made of cranberries 
and raisins. 
To one quart canful of cran­ 
berry sauce allow one good handful of rai­ 
sins ; they impart a delicate flavor, which 
is a great improvement on the cranberries 
alone. 
Cranberries are 
also excellent 
canned alone, with a little sugar, for pies 
and puddings. 
It is better to put them up 
early in the season, as there is likely to be 
more waste later on. 
A pretty heading for a lace curtain, 
which is so simple as hardly to deserve to 
be called a lambrequin, is made of a piece 
of handsome goods ueed to cover furniture 
with. 
It may be of any width to suit your 
taste. 
The edges should be cut in points, 
and each point and the notch between the 
points should have a sma'l tassel. 
These 
may be of silk, or they are very tasteful 
made of crewel, and then picked out with 
a needle, eo that they are soft and fluffy. 
A friend whose beautiful plants are the 
delight of her life and the envy of all her 
acquaintances, revealed the secret of her 
success. 
The soil is about two-thirds good 
garden soil, and the rest is sand. 
It is 
kept light and loose about the roots ; they 
are watered as they appear to need it, and 
not according to any particular rule ; but 
the chief reason for their wonderful growth 
and bloom is this : 
11 When any of the 
leaves wither and fall, instead of picking 
them up and throwing them away, I make 
little rolls of them, and tuck them down 
in the earth and let them decay ; and this 
is the only fertilizer I have ever used. 
This,” she added modestly, “ seems to be 
N ature’s way. 
And the plants tnat have 
the afternoon sun, only, grow and rival 
those ihat have the morning sun.”—[New 
York Post. 
To make chow chow, take two large caul­ 
iflowers, two quarts of green peppers, three 
quarts of green tomatoes, three quarts of 
green cucumbers, three quarts of small 
unions sliced about half an inch thick, 
sprinkle with salt, ultim ate with layers of 
onions, cucumbers and tomatoes. 
Boil the 
cauliflower ovor night until tender ; then 
drain all free from water and put in jars, 
making a seasoning as follows : Take one 
pound of mustard seed, w hite; one-half 
pound of allspice, whole ; one half pouud 
of whole black pepper, one pint of beef 
>rine, one gallon of vinegar, one-half tea­ 
spoonful of curry powder. 
Boil these in­ 
gredients for a quarter of an hour and then 
pour them over the vegetables. 
If too 
thick add vinegar. 
Mix the mustard with 
the vinegar ; put the spices in a bag closely 
tied. 
Mustard and spices must boil to­ 
gether in the vinegar. 
There is no more delicate broth for a 
family dinner than well made barley broth. 
The liner quality of barley should he se­ 
lected, and a leg of lamb or half quarter 
will make it more satisfactorily than large 
mutton. 
P lace the latnh in a soup kettle 
with a sullicicnt quantity of water to cover 
it entirely, and a large capful of the bar­ 
ley , and let it boil slowly for two hours. 
If the lamb is cooked sufficiently at the 
end of one hour, take it out and let the 
barley boil steadily for the remainder of 
the time. 
When it is nearly cooked put 
the lamb in again, add seasoning, and then 
the dinner is ready ; place the iamb upon a 
hot dish, mix a tablespoonful of flour 
smoothly with water and add it to tne 
soup, give it a boil up, and serve very hot. 
Make some perfectly white caper sauce to 
pour over the lamb, and it will be found 
extremely nice, while the broth is most ap­ 
petizing, 
llow to keep babies warm in winter is 
always a problem. 
The best way is not 
only to provide them with knitted or 
merino nndeiwear, but also with little 
sacke to wear outside their white dresses. 
These can be easily made, either in fine 
checked liaunel or crocheted ; the}’ need not 
be shaped at all, but simply cue in plain, 
straight pieces for back and front, a space 
being left for sleeves, and a narrow hem at 
the neck, provided with aline ribbon string 
so that it can lie drawn to fit. 
The sleeves 
should be made with a hem at the wrist, 
so that they can be tied in the same way, 
fitting tightly to the little arm. 
Such lit­ 
tle sacks add immensely to the warmth, 
and, therefore, to the comfort of the little 
one, and it is impossible to overestimate 
the value of warmth in the health of small 
■r.biitiren. 
Circulation is so feeble with 
that heat must be induced by artifi­ 
cial means, 
Lace caps lot outdoor wear, 


even when lined, are scarcely warm enough. 
Very pretty hoods can be made by knitting 
in white wool and trimming with awans- 
down. 
The Chinese method is nndonbtedly the 
correct one for preparing the pineapple for 
food. The etalk is grasped in the left hand, 
and an ordinary table or large pocket-knife 
is held In the other. 
The top is at once 
.dismissed at the part where the frnit be­ 
comes thick and fairly free from thorns. 
Now, the eyes that so injure one’s tongue, 
do not on this fruit lie straight, so that if 
you commence at once in the top row and 
trace a line of eyea downward, it is just 
like descending a winding stair after the 
fashion of a snail’s shell. 
The Chinese 
very neatly scoop out a topmost one, and 
then following the line, cut a wedge-shaped 
channel which is quite free from the sign of 
a thorn. 
Then they begin another Bucees, 
sion cf eyes, and so on, till the task is soon 
finished. 
The fruit, by the intercrossing 
of the various channels, now presents a 
diamond cat surface, which, however, is 
net needed to render its appearance invit­ 
ing —[The London Field. 
A grand international potato exhibition 
was opened at the Crystal Palace recently 
by Alderman and Sheriff He Keyser, in 
the absence of the Lord Mayor. 
Ten 
years ago an association was formed for the 
encouragement of potato culture, and the 
introduction and diffusion of improved 
varieties. 
An annual exhibition has been 
held, and the result haB been that not only 
has the number of exhibits increased, but 
the quality of the potatoes shown has 
greatly improved. At the recent show all the 
leading growers were represented, and the 
excellence of the specimens made the task 
of awarding the prizes no easy one. 
At a 
luncheon Shirley Hibberd remarked that 
there was still a great deal of ignorance 
shown in putting potatoes on the table. It 
was the usual practice to bring them up in 
a porcelain dish, with a close-fitting cover. 
In ten minutes the best notatoee, however 
carefully cooked, were thus utterly de­ 
stroyed. 
He recommended that they 
should be placed in a wooden dish or 
served in a porcelain dish, with towels 
above and below to absorb the moisture.— 
[St, James Gazette. 


RELIGIOUS 
INTELLIGENCE. 


The latest estimate places the Catholic 
population of the world at 250,000,000. 
Bishop Simpson’s profile picture has been 
taken, and will appear on the centennial 
medal of Methodism. 
A “ Workingman's Sunday Best Associ­ 
ation” has been organized in St. Louis for 
the purpose of secular exemption from 
labor on the Sabbath. 
The Lord Bishop of Rochester said in an 
addreas recently in Philadelphia that “ the 
American people are the most religious 
people under the sun.” 
The 100,000 Jews of London have three 
weekly newspapers, fifteen synagogues and 
a Rabbinical College, with the finest Jew ­ 
ish library in the world. 
The congregation of the Notre llame 
Church, 1‘aria, has dwindled from the thirty 
or forty thousand of former times to two 
or three hundred, even on festival days. 
The Right Rev. Coadjutor Bishop Fleck 
confirmed seven hundred soldiers in Metz, 
Germany, recently. 
The sponsors were 
two Generals, two CalonelB and the Mayor. 
The Presbyterian Synod of China at its 
last meeting declined to vote that female 
members of the church who persisted in 
binding their feet should be excommuni­ 
cated. 
The Mormons report that “ their church 
organization 
embraces 12 Apostles, 58 
Patriarchs, 3,885 Seventies, 3,153 High 
Priests, 11,000 Elders, 1,500 Bishops and 
4,400 Deacons.” 
Kecently 200,000 people in Vienna cele­ 
brated the rescue of the city from Kara 
Mustapha, the Moslem conqueror, who 200 
years ago aspired to unfurl over it the 
green banner of the Prophet. 
A correspondent of the Living Church, 
speaking of the decision of the Methodist 
Conrch of Canada to omit the word “obey” 
from 
its 
marriage service, 
remarks : 
“ Modern Methodism is rapidly changing 
into something 
unrecognizable 
by 
its 
founder.” 
Mr. Spurgeon says : “ The three reasons 
which a good woman presented for object­ 
ing to a preacher were striking ones.

CongresB at Naples Bhowed their Christian 
spirit by enthusiastically applauding a 
letter that declared that 00,000 members 
of the Catholic Caurch in Italy were or­ 
ganized and ready to strike a determined 
blow for the restoration of the temporal 
power of the Vatican.

means of converting 100,U00 of that people. 
The society has placed in their hands 
2 000.000 copies of the New Testament in 
Hebrew. 
There are now 2,000 Jewish 
Cnristians in London, and probably 1,000 
more in other parts of the kingdom. 
According to The (¡impel in A ll Lands, 
thrre are in Lucknow and Cawnpore forty- 
live publishing houses engaged in printing 
and circulating infidel and pagan books. 
One publisher received from a rich Mo- 
hammedax $1,000 to assist in printing Mo­ 
hammedan works. 
A million Hindu tracts 
were issued at the expense of one Hindu 
l’rince. 
One hundred and three newspa­ 
pers, mostly weekly, advocate and sup­ 
port paganism and Hinduism, and assail 
Christianity in India.

FARM AND FRÜIT. 
About two-thirds of the raisin crop of 
the settlement is safe in the sweat-hrnses ; 
and a few days longer will see nearly the 
whole crop safe from the danger incident 
to rainy, damp weather.—[Santa Ana Her­ 
ald. 
Cattle, a writer says, are maliciously de­ 
stroyed in India by wounding them with a 
spike molded from the seeds of the Arbus 
preratonios. Death ensues on the second 
day, but the powdered Beeds have little or 
no had elfect when taken internally. 
The woclly aphis Ell wood Cooper, of 
Santa Barbara, has apparently banished 
by the use of ciuBtic soda in a solution of 
one pound to the gallon of water, washing 
the trunk and crown of the tree, and baring 
the large roots and drenching them with 
the sóiution. 
The Downey Signal says: Mr. Hutch­ 
ings, who owns a Bmall farm inthesuburbe 
of our town, has had like satisfactory re­ 
sults from the few fig trees of his place. 
From five trees he has sold this season $35 
worth ot tigs. At that rate an acre of tigs 
would yield about $700. 
The demand for figs at the Southern 
California canneries is steadily on the in­ 
crease. Large quantities of the fruit which 
has heretofore been permitted to rot be­ 
neath the trees, are being made into a de­ 
licious jam which finds a ready market in 
the East and Europe.—[San Diego Union. 
A preparation to prevent iron and Bteel 
from rusting is thus formed : Tallow, four 
ounces, and resin two ounces ; melt and 
strain while hot. 
Apply lightly with 
brush. Ten cents’ worth of this simple 
preparation used in the fall as a preventive 
would save dollars in labor scouring plows 
in the spring. 
The Ontario Fruit Groirer states that the 
Horticultural and Agricultural Depart­ 
ments of the Los Angeles Fair were not 
altogether creditable to the association. 
The exhibits were few, as compared with 
what they might have been, had as much 
energy been expended upon them as was 
devoted to the horse-racing feature. Old- 
fashioned people will find fault with this 
condition of things, but what is the use? 
The term Agricultural Fair is now used 
simply as an alias by horse racers. Its use 
assures them a larger attendance than they 
would have if they advertised it under its 
proper name, and it lends a sort of quasi 
respectaUS’ity to a convocation of thievish 
knaves.—[California Canner and Grocer. 
G. Grcozinger, of Yonntville, says the 
St. Helena Star, had this year on one small 
tract the largest yield of grapes we have 
ever heard of. It is a triangular piece, 
containing 4,059 vines, off which was 
picked, by correct account, 69 tons of 
grapes, reserving 50 vines for family use, 
and besides, also, about a ton destroyed by 
chickens. 
Seventy tons are 140,000 
pounds, which, divided by 4,059, the num­ 
ber of the vines, makes nearly 35 pounds 
to the vine. We do not know how many 
acres these particular vines make, hut as 
the range is from S00 to a 1,000 per acre, 
there is a probably 4t acres, which would 
make a yield of over 151 tons per acre. 
The variety is the Frontignan, and the 
value of the 4? acre crop about $2.100. 
The fruit trade from the Hudson-river 
fruit district at the present time is im­ 
mense and surpasses all previous years. 
Ot course, there are large quantities going 
north to Montreal, west to Buffalo and 
east to Boston, Springfield, Providence, 
Hartford and other places ; but the great 
hulk of the fruit finds its way to New 
York as heretofore. A careful estimate of 
the amount of grapes alone that is now 
being shipped from the Hudson-river 
valley, taking both sides of the river, is 
between five huodred and six hundred 
(nearer the latter than the former) tons 
each day. Of these there are numerous 
varieties, but the Concord is the principal 
grape produced. This variety has had a 
vigorous growth this year. It is full and 
ripens well, and, although not considered 
the choicest, is a splendid fruit. The 6ea- 
gun will continue for two weeks yet, and 
the daily shipment» during that time will 
not vary much from that stated above.— 
[New York Herald, October 6th. 
A savant whu has for many years watched 
the soil and climate of Utah gives it as his 
opinion that if the farmers would in the au­ 
tumn plow and subsoil plow their lands 
and plant early on four-fifths of the land, 
no irrigation would be required for the 
raising of full crops of ceieals. His the­ 
ory is that where land is plowed only five 
•r six inches deep and planted, when the 
hot and dry season comes on all the moist­ 
ure to the depth of the farrow is in a few 
days evaporated and there is nothing to 
support the life of the plant. But if the 
upper furrow could be plowed to a depth 
of ten inches, and this could be followed 
with a subsoil plow six inches deeper, not 
only would much more water be absorbed 
by the soil, but the evaporation would he 
correspondingly slower, and time would be 
gained for the roots of the plant to burrow 
themselves into the soil to a depth where 
there would be sufficient moisture to feed 
them through the weeks intervening be­ 
tween sprouting and blooming. The phil­ 
osophy of the reasoning seems to be en­ 
tirely sound, and the experiment is one 
which should be tried. Every acre of 
ground which can be made to grow a crop 
without irrigation is an acre gained. [Salt 
Lake Tribune. 
Among the moBt valuable means of in­ 
struction to children are the fairs State, 
city, county and town, mechanical, indus­ 
trial, agricultural—whatever they may be, 
at which are displayed the samples of our 
industries, and the fruit, cereal, vegetable 
and mineral products of the earth. They 
are great ohject-schools of observation and 
information, to which the children should 
be encouraged to go to study the real 
things which make the happiness, tho 
peace and the prosperity of our land, so 
pre-eminent and peculiar. From these 
exhibitions children may draw the most 
practical lessons of life, as relating to the 
wealth of our soil, the excellence of onr 
climate, and, above all, the grand results 
of labor. It will he easy for a child to be 
made to understand that the school will 
help him to become a more intelligent pro­ 
ducer of any and all the rich displays 
which are brought to his notice, and he 
will appreciate the fact, if rever before, 
that the more knowledge he has the better 
he will be able to compete with his fellows 
in the great work to which the world’» in­ 
dustries call him. The dignity and im­ 
portance of educated, skilled labor may be 


impressed in these great exhibition work­ 
shops of our country, and the wise teacher 
will use them.—[American Teacher. 
A chronic form of indigestion, or a kind 
of dyspepsia, sometimes attacks horses, 
and greatly impairs their strength and re­ 
duces their condition. A horse affected by 
it either has little appetite or a very irreg­ 
ular one ; he passes a large portion of the 
materials of hie food in an nnassimilated 
condition, or not in a very different one 
from that in which they were eaten ; and, 
in the advanced stages of his illness, he has 
a dry and staring coat; and exhibits the 
peculiar appearance of being hide-bound. 
The immediate causes of these symptoms 
are some morbid change in the stomach, 
some imperfections in its secretions, or the 
pressure in it of some improper and dis­ 
turbing matter ; and the originating cause 
may be a filthy, ill-ventilated stable, the 
use of musty hay or grain, the continued 
use of condition powders ana similar catch­ 
penny nostrums, the heating of the body 
with too much clothing, the presence of 
intestinal worms, or any oce or more of an 
hundred other unhealthy influences. The 
cure, like that of dyspepsia in the human 
subject, is determined by the nature of the 
cause, and must be such as to bring the 
digestive system under a totally different 
set of influences from those which have ac­ 
companied the disease. If worms be pres­ 
ent, anthelmintics must be given; if the 
organic power of the stomach be dimin­ 
ished, tonics must be given ; if good air, 
proper exercise and sufficient grooming 
have been wanting, these requisites of 
health must be supplied; and, in any 
event, good, restorative food of a different 
kind from what the animal has been re­ 
cently accustomed to, must be supplied— 
particularly succulent food in spring and 
abundance of nourishing food in autumn. 
[Prairie Farmer. 
There is unquestionably a disposition in 
some sections of the State to conceal the 
fact about the presence of insect fruit 
pests. Whatever may be the facts at San 
Joss, the Press is right about faciDg the 
worst as concludes the following : “ The 
Riverside Press and Horticulturist says : 
‘ Our people should be on the alert and not 
let either the real scale or the cottony cash, 
ion scale get a start. If one is found radi- 
ical measures should be adopted at once. 
At San Jose this last named scale is every­ 
where, on the trees, fences, stone-walls, 
weeds and in the ground. It is the curse 
11 the orchard that yellow fever is to the hu. 
man family, and worse, for the yellow fever 
will have its run and stop; the scale knows 
no limit to its Bpread.’ The Press man 
evidently does not know what he is talk­ 
ing about. There is no cottony cushion 
scale in thia valley to speak of and never 
was. A few specimens of the pest were 
found a year or two ago on the acacia and 
other ornamental trees, but they have since 
been destroyed. The Press Bhould consult 
Dr. Chapin about these matters before it 
exposes its ignorance.—[San Jose Herald.” 
The Press man knows just what he is talk­ 
ing about. One year ago he visited San 
Jose to attend the annual State Conven­ 
tion of Fruit-Growers, and saw there the 
cottony cushion scale in all its glory. A 
section of a picket fence was exhibited that 
showed this inBect in such quantities as to 
entirely hide the points. Dr. Chapin was 
in Riverside last week and reported prog­ 
ress. It does not seem from his report 
that the cottony cushion scale had been 
killed out in San Jose. He spoke at the 
San Diego Convention and indorsed the re­ 
marks of the editor of this paper relative 
to the spread of this insect. The trouble 
is that newspapers try to cover up these 
pests for fear they will hurt the country ; 
better to face the music and try to have 
them exterminated.—[Press and Agricult­ 
urist. 
Lately I met in New Iberia, says Daniel 
Bennett in a letter to the New OrleanB 
Picayune, my old friend Captain David 
Ker, formerly a sugar planter on Bayou 
Teche, and well known to the readers of 
Louisiana journals as a writer on matters 
iutimately connected with the sugar inter­ 
ests of this State. Captain Ker has for 
many years been closely investigating the 
sugar question in Louisiana, not only sugar 
cane culture, but the manufacture of cane 
sugar. He has waded through a large 
amount of the best modern sugar literature, 
and has at the asme time been examining 
these matters practically ac the steam train 
and vacuum pan, and in the cane field, as 
a manager on sugar plantations. He íb 
well informed on all of these matters, and 
being both 
a good 
talker 
and 
a 
good writer, he is well calcu'ated to 
furnish valuable information to inquirers 
for that kind of knowledge. Captain Ker 
last year was employed at Ellsworth, Kan­ 
sas, to make up a sorghum crop. This year 
he will boil a crop of two thousand acreB 
of sorghum made by the same company 
that employed him last year. The com­ 
pany sellB all the syrup it makes at not 
less than 50 cents a gallon, and they 
think sorghum culture will pay in Kansas 
at that price for syrup. So the West­ 
ern people generally think. Now, the 
curious part of this business is that in Kan­ 
sas, and in the Western States generally, 
as Captain Ker states, and as the West­ 
ern papers state, the yield of sorghum 
syrup alone, without reducing it to sugar, 
averages not over 120 gallons to the acre. 
Sorghum syrup is not as good as Louisiana 
molasses, and here in Louisiana our lands 
will yield on an average 120 gallons of 
molasses, and from 1,000 to 2,000 pounds 
of sugar besides. When the cane is not 
very ripe it is not an uncommon thing to 
get 200 gallons of molasses from aa acre, and 
from one to two hogsheads of sugar besides. 
How is this, that from white skilled labor 
in Kansas they make money out of 120 
gallons of syrup to the acre worth $60, 
while in Louisiana planters often become 
insolvent in making from one to two hogs­ 
head of sugar and 120 gallons of molasses 
with colored labor? They obtain sugar mills 
and sugar machinery at as low figures in 
Louisiana as in Kansas. Lumber is cheaper 
here than there. Fuel íb as cheap or cheaper. 
Labor is higher here than in Kansas, and 
poorer and less reliable here than there. 
There skilled white labor can use culti­ 
vators and improved implements of agri­ 
culture more successfully than colored 
labor can use it in Louisiana. Skilled 
labor in K ansas cultivates more acres to 
the hand than tiiis high-priced and waste­ 
ful colored labor cultivates in Louisiana. 
Is there no way that skilled white labor 
can bring its skill and economies to b-ar on 
the sugar crop of Louisiana ? The sorghum 
company that employs Captain Ker in 
Kansas 
is 
this 
year 
putting 
up 
a vacuum pan, and has its steam tram like 
those run by the sugar planters of Louis­ 
iana. How is it that skilltd white labor 
can make sorghum in Kansas and work it 
up into syrup worth $60 to the acre, and 
leave handsome profits to the sorghum 
planter, while sugar planters in Louisiana 
canDot make money ont of sngar made 
with colored labor wortn more than $120 
mu acre? Who can answer these ques­ 
tions? I withhold comments for a future 
occasion.

were employed. Thirty women were work­ 
ing in the upper stories, lh e flames caused 
an explosion and cut off their escape and 
they leaped from the upper windows. The 
number of persons injured was forty. The 
scene of agony witnessed while the victims 
were being extricated from the ruins is de­ 
scribed as dreadful. 
The Czar and Em peror W illlim . 
B erlin, November 6tb.—What may prove 
to be an embarrassing, if not serious rupture 
between the Imperial Courts of Berlin and 
St. Petersburg has just been announced. 
The Grand Duke Vladimir, eldest brother of 
the Czar, has arranged to make a State visit 
to Emperor William at Berlin. It is under­ 
stood that there was a good deal of difficulty 
in bringing about the visit. Wbea the Czar 
was recently the guest of the King of Den­ 
mark and attracted the attention of all 
Europe by the length of his stay at Copen­ 
hagen, and the character of the visitors he 
received, Germany attempted to arrange a 
meeting between the Czar and Emperor 
William. This event was expected to coun­ 
teract the rumors that the principal business 
of the Czar and Gladstone at Copenhagen 
was the fructification of the anti German al­ 
liance. The Emperor of Russia accepted 
the Emperor of Germany’s invitation to meet 
him, and this acceptance was widely heralded 
as in Germany’s interest, but when, in re­ 
sponse to Alexander’s inquiry as to the place 
of conference, William named Kiel in Hol­ 
stein, the loss of which remains this day one 
of Denmark’s most bitter grievances, the 
Czar promptly declined a conference. 
Here the affair appeared to terminate, 
but it soon leaked out that the Czar con­ 
sidered the naming ot Kiel not only as an 
insult to his host and relative, the King 
of Denmark, but ao affront to himself, inas­ 
much as a conference there at that time and 
under the circumstances wculd have en­ 
trapped Russia into an apparent indoisement 
of the partition. The incident produced a 
disagreeable coolness between Germany and 
Russia, which Berlin statesmen have ever 
since been attempting to remove. The Czar 
finally arranged to have his brother Vladi­ 
mir pay a royal visit to Germany, and this 
event was largely heralded yesterday. How­ 
ever, it is announced that Duke Vladimir 
has postponed his engagement with the Ger­ 
man Emperor. The explanation offered is 
that Russia prefers to avoid the misappre­ 
hension which might be produced by the sim­ 
ultaneous presence in Berlin of the Grand 
Duke Vladimir and the Austrian Prince Im­ 
perial Rudolph, both as guests of the Ger­ 
man Emperor. It is said that the Cz>r, 
when he arranged the Vladimir visit, had no 
idea that bis brother would meet the Austrian 
Prince Rudolph. It is reported Russia is 
greatly irritated at the effusiveness of the re­ 
ception accorded by the German Court to the 
Archduke upon his arrival in Berlin Sunday, 
and there is a suspicion at the Russian Court 
that Germany intended to make use of this 
dual visit to influence public opinion as to the 
relations between Germany and Russia. 
Threatening Letters to the <¿overnor- 
(■eneral. 
Ottawa, November 6th.—Since taking up 
his residence at Rideaa Hall the Marquis of 
Lansdowne has received a number of 
anonymous letters, threatening his life. The 
matter is being investigated, though his Ex­ 
cellency is Dot greatly alarmed. It is be­ 
lieved the letters are sent by mischievous per­ 
sons anxious to annoy him, or possibly by 
some who are anxious to obtain employment 
as extra detectives. It will be remembered 
that the Marquis of Lorne received a num­ 
ber of threatening letters last winter. 
A Bigamous Convert Disappears. 
M ontreal, November fith.—Edward Mai- 
choil, whose conversion to Catholicism at 
Montreal was chronicled some time ago, has 
disappeared. He has been married to one 
woman in New Hampshire, and afterwards 
to No. 2 in Eogland, who died without 
knowing of his bigamy.

In K<ypt a great number of hives of bees 
are often kept on a single vessel on the 
Nile and transported from one location to 
another on the river, according to the suc­ 
cession of flowers indifferent districts. Ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages, however, sre 
almost always inseparably connected—as 
illustrated in this case—for though desira­ 
ble results are secured in these rich bee 
pastures, it is estimated that 25 per cent, 
of the bees in their flight from the vessel, 
or in their return thereto, fall into the 
water and perish. 
Some time ago a remarkable accident 
took place at a factory in Neusalz. A large 
iron kettle was used to hold water. Into 
this open vessel melted iron was allowed 
to flow in a moderate stream for making 
iron shot. It chanced that one of the 
workmen by mistake let the iron flow too 
rapidly. There was a sudden development 
of steam which threw out a part of the 
water, frightening the laborer and causing 
him to drop his ladle, so that forty-four 
pounds of melted iron fell at once into the 
water. There was an immediate outburst 
of steam and a load explosion, which 
shattered the kettle into fragments, tore up 
the woodwork, threw the laborer nearly 
eight feet backward, and broke his right 
leg. Only very small portions of the kettle 
were tonnd where it stood. Some of them 
were thrown to a distance of fifty feet. It 
is to be noted that the kettle had no cover. 
The sun has been, during the past sum­ 
mer, in a state of great excitement as to 
sun-spots, and the surface still shows a 
considerable number. 
About the 1st of 
August there were several instances of re­ 
markable eruptions of prominences in con­ 
nection with spots at the edge of the sun’s 
disk. Thollou, in France, observed one in 
which the 1,474 line, which characterizes 
the spectrum of the corona, was bent aDd 
distorted in such a way as to show that 
the coronal matter itself was implicated in 
the distnrbance—a most nnusual thing. 
Generally this line remains bright, smooth 
and keen as a rapier, even when all the 
other lines in the neighborhood—lines of 
iron, magnesium, calcium, hydrogen and 
w hatnot—are bent and knotted. In an­ 
other eruption, observed by Professor 
Young, a prominence was thrown np to an 
elevation of 120,000 in a little less than 
ten minutes. At the bsse of this promi­ 
nence an immense number of bright lines, 
never before observed, made their appear- 
anoe. 
One of them was above the line 
known as K, at the very limit of the visi­ 
ble spectrum,

Advices from Portland. 
P o r tla n d, November tbh.—The trial of 
Charlee Todd, indicted for robbing the stage, 
mail and express between Jacksonville and 
Yreka some weeks ago, commences to-morrow 
before Judge Deady, Todd still firmly pro­ 
tests his innocence, notwithstanding he is un­ 
able to explain many suspicious circum­ 
stances. 
One result oi the recent decision of J udge 
Deady, in regard to the tan game, was the 
discharge to-day of 356 Chinese gamblers, who 
had been arrested during the last two months 
and their cases continued during the pending 
decision. 
A bloody scrape occurred this morning in a 
low dive on First street, in which Barney 
Hughes was struck on the back of the head 
by Joe Perry, proprietor of a salooo, with a 
pistol. A frightful gash was cut, but it is 
thought the skull is Dot fractured, l’erry 
was arrested ou a charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon. 
Joseph Bachman was again arrested to-day 
or another charge of swindling. With much 
difficulty he furnished bonds. 
One year ago to-day the tug Pioneer picked 
np the British ship Nebo above the Colombia 
river, disabled and| in danger, towed her 
safely out to sea, and the ship proceeded 
with her wheat cargo.

The case of Andrew Campbell is now on 
trial in the L7nited States Circuit Court, for 
robbing the postoffice at Oregon City over 
two years ago of money and stamps, amount­ 
ing to $4,000. Campbell had one trial, but 
the jury disagreed. 


DEF0RE3TIZATI0N AND FLOODS IN CBINA. 
The country of the lower Yangtse-Kiang 
in China suffered terribly from floods last 
July and August. Dr, Macgowan has 
taken advantage of a trip up the river, for 
the distribution of relief to sufferers, to 
make inquiry whether any connection ex­ 
isted between the inundations and the 
removal of the forests. China, old as it is, 
is not eo old but that the process of de­ 
nuding the land of trees may be distinctly 
traced. The treeless aspect of the bills of 
the lower Yangtse now attracts attention 
from every voyager; yet no mention 
is made of their barren condition 
by Ellis or Davis in their narra­ 
tives of Lord Amherst’s Embassy in 
1S1Ü, but wooded hills are alluded to ; 
from which it would seem that the defor- 
eatization is recent. The inundations by 
which the lower country ia frequently sub­ 
merged come from the Poyang Lake, con­ 
cerning which very little is actually known, 
either ag regarde itB floods or its rainfalls. 
It is known only that there is evidence of 
a great thinning out of forestB on the moun­ 
tains of Southern Kiangsi, although it has 
not been carried to the extent that Che­ 
kiang has experienced, where aboriculture 
ie systematicaily pursued to meet de­ 
mands for timber. 
In the hills near 
the coast, which are stripped annu­ 
ally of grass, ferns and bushes for 
fuel, the process of the gradual de­ 
nudation of the hills is distinctly observ­ 
able, The soil is never carpeted by leaves ; 
no hnmus forms ; rain, instead of slowly 
percolating as through a sponge, rushes in 
water-conrses as from the roof of a house 
into gutters, speedily filling them, and 
carrying with it soil, which tends to in­ 
crease the evil. In this way the lakes are 
destined to become desiccated much sooner 
than they otherwise would be. 
It is be­ 
cause of the occasional sudden rush of 
waters that freshets are always attributed 
to the spouting of chias— subterranean 
monsters. Several of those are reported as 
being concerned in the late floods. 
While there is conclusive evidence that 
there has been in recent times a great 
destruction of forests, it is not clear 
that floods have proportionately increased 
in number or rapidity ; it is, however, what 
might be expected, and it ia what is 
sffirmed by natives when accosted on the 
subject. 
Deforest!zation has had one 
favorable effect in the sonth of China, in 
reducing the ravages of jungle malaria, 
which recedes with the advance of agricult­ 
ure.—[Popular Science Monthly.
